Atkinson's Views 


Jockey Ted Atkinson was the principal 
speaker at a dinner meeting Tuesday 
night, March 25, when the Thoroughbred 
Club of America installed its newly elect- 
ed officers. The meeting was held at the 
Lafayette Hotel, Lexington. 


Atkinson felt that the breed of Thor- 
oughbred horses had been much improved 
since he broke into the sport 20 years 
ago. He said that the yearlings were bet- 
ter mannered; that race horses were 
better trained, faster, and more efficient. 
As examples of improvements in conduct 
of the sport he cited the automatic start- 
ing gate. film patrol. horse identification. 
safety helmets. etc.. but deprecated a 
recent tendency to limit the weights which 
handicap performers should carry. 

“What right does a horse carrying 102 
pounds have to beat one carrying 130 
pounds? I'd say a 28-pound right. I don’t 
see how an owner of a horse that wins a 
lot of money carrying only 130 pounds 
can claim his horse has equal stature with 
the great weight-carriers of the past.” 

Atkinson wished sports writers would 
stop calling him “The Slasher.” He said 
that he didn’t use his whip as much as 
many other riders, but that his motion of 
swinging the bat in a wide are and strik- 
ing the horse on top of the rump rather

than on the tender flank was more easily 
seen by spectators. He thought this type 
of whipping was better because it hurt the 
horse less than whipping on the side, and 
it allowed the rider to use a whip in close 
quarters and to stay in rhythm with the 
horse. 


Taxes 


Reported the Wall Street Journal on 
March 12: 

A French racing stable owner entered 
a horse in a race in the U. S. and won. 
The Revenue Service ruled the winnings 
exempt from Federal income tax under 
a provision of the income tax treaty be- 
tween the U. S. and France waiving a tax 
when a nonresident alien doesn’t have a 
permanent establishment in the foreign 
land. Ordinarily, the Service noted, such 
an entry of a horse would constitute en- 
gaging in a trade or business within the 
U. S.. subject to tax.

THE WEEK’S 
RACING 


FLORIDA 
Tim Tam's Florida Derby 


Miami. Despite Tim Tam’s apparently 
overwhelming superiority, 11 colts went 
to the post against the Calumet Farm star 
in the $100,000-added Florida Derby at 
Gulfstream Park March 29. 

There were several surprise entrants. 
notably Christopher T. Chenery’s Yemen. 
This colt had always shown great speed 
for the better part of 6 furlongs but was 
regarded primarily as a sprinter. In the 
Everglades Stakes, at the Derby distance 
of 1144 miles, he had led by 4 lengths for 
a half-mile but finished eighth, 14 lengths 
behind Tim Tam. In his next race, at 
54% furlongs, he had been beaten 81% 
lengths by Alhambra. 

Even after a fine race in the Hutcheson 
Stakes at Gulfstream March 12 trainer 
J. H. (Casey) Hayes had no intention of 
running Yemen in the Florida Derby. In 
the Hutcheson, Yemen had been rated in 
third place and had closed willingly for 
a half-length victory, holding off Belleau 
Chief. He ran the 61% furlongs in 1:1544. 

“We'd tried to rate him 2 or 3 times 
before that, but the colt just wouldn’t 
run that way.” Hayes said a few days 
before the Derby. “His race in the Hutche- 
son was the first time he responded kindly 
to rating. We weren’t in any rush with 
the horse, so I was going to ship out this 
week. Then we worked him a mile last 
Friday (March 21), and he rated so well 
I decided to take a shot here. 

“This horse got to the races late and I 
was going to wait till fall to stretch him 
out. We didn’t even nominate him for the 
(Kentucky) Derby or the Preakness or 
the Belmont. But we'll see what he can 
do here. It’s worth trying. 

“He’s sure got speed. He ran 7 furlongs 
at Hialeah (February 4) in 1:2215 and 
had something left at the finish. It’s just 
a case of seeing if we can reserve some 
of that speed for the last part. 

“To look at his breeding, you’ve got to 
figure he can go a distance. Imperatrice 
threw some good stretch runners. and 
Bryan G. just missed in the San Juan 
Capistrano, going a mile and three-quar- 
ters. He won the Queens County 2 years 
running and that was at a mile and an 
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Closing fast along the inside, Tim Tam 
the Florida Derby by a half-length from 


eighth. I’ve got to give this colt a chance 
to go on.” 


Yemen is well put together, about 16:1. 


Hayes described him as a “nice, quiet 
kind of colt, very sensible, and a good 
doer. After he gallops he just drops his 
head and walks right off the track. We 
haven’t run him in deep mud yet, but he’s 
run real well in slop. Broke the record for 
three-quarters at Belmont in slop.” 


Yemen had considerable trouble as a 


2-year-old. He wasn’t ready to race until 
June, then popped a splint while working 
at Delaware. He did not get to the races 
until August at Saratoga. 


The half-brother to Squared Away ran 


a record-breaking race at Belmont Park 
October 9, doing 6 furlongs in 1:0985 and 


winning by 10 lengths. But he won only 2 
of 9 races and had difficulty maintaining 
his speed. On October 19 he had a muddy 
track and was beaten 31% lengths going 
1,4; miles at Garden State Park. But on 
a fast track in the Garden State Stakes a 
week later he led for a quarter-mile and 
finished 11th. 

He showed sharp early speed in all but 
one race this year before the Hutcheson. 
winning once and finishing second once. 
His races in the Hibiscus and Everglades 
were dismal. Hayes had no illusions about 
beating Tim Tam. 


got up in the last sixteenth to take 
Lincoln Road, which set all the pace. 


The biggest disappointment in Hayes’ 
large stable is Third Brother, which ran 
impressively last spring and summer. The 
horse failed to come close in 5 races in 
Florida. 

“He’s just had an awful lot of hard 
racing,” Hayes said. “After the race Sat- 
urday (Gulfstream Park Handicap, in 
which Third Brother was a soundly beat- 
en fourth behind Round Table) I ship- 
ped him over to Jim Norris’ farm in South 
Miami for 10 days. He just needs a rest. 

“T won’t run him again until May at 
Belmont. He wants to go a mile and a 
quarter. I'll give him a good rest and then 
look for the right spot to run him. He 
hasn’t gone back, really; he’s just a little 
worn out.” 


Others in the Derby 


Tim Tam opened at 4-5 in the Derby 
with the entry of Li'l Fella and Martins 
Rullah second choice at 4-1. Willie Molter, 
trainer of Martins Rullah, had gone back 
to California with Round Table after the 
Gulfstream Handicap, leaving Martins 
Rullah with Sidney Jacobs, trainer of 
Li’] Fella. 

On the morning of the Gulfstream 
Handicap Molter worked Martins Rullah, 
and the big, handsome bay colt of *Nas- 
rullah—Shy Katie moved impressively. 
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Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Promised Land won his second successive $100,000-added race on March 29, when he closed fast 
to beat Find by 2 lengths in the John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap. The favored Iron Liege finished in sixth position. 


The next Monday, in an exhibition race 
at 1;'4; miles, he came from last place in 
the field of 5 and won by 314 lengths. 
drawing away easily in the final six- 
teenth. 

“He’s a real nice colt, hasn’t come any- 
where near his potential,” Molter said. 
“He suffered a quarter-crack in the Gar- 
den State, and I had to lay him off for 
60 days. He wasn’t ready for the Derby 
(Santa Anita) but he ran a game race, 
and I think he might develop into a real 
good horse.” 

Li'l Fella, a badly beaten sixth at 6-5 
in the Hutcheson, had earned a chance 
to run in the Derby by finishing third, 2 
lengths behind Tim Tam, in the Fountain 
of Youth on March 19. He had carried 
his speed reasonably well over 1/5 miles, 
though tiring slightly and bearing out 
through the drive. 

Third choice on the opening line, at 
5-1, was Whitley. This bay gelding, by 
Better Self—Light Lady, by Sweeping 
Light, had not started since November 28 
at Jamaica. Trainer Max Hirsch had win- 
tered him at Columbia, S. C., and ap- 
parently had him fit and ready. He did not 
give Whitley a race over the track before 
the Derby, but worked him a mile pub- 
licly 4 days before the stakes, and Whit- 
ley went the distance in 1:4375 on a 
sloppy track. 

Hirsch revealed that Whitley had work- 
ed a mile and a quarter at Columbia and 
added: “I didn’t bring him down here for 
his health. He’s a better horse than Dis- 
pose going a distance of ground.” Hirsch 
had brought Dispose to Hialeah from his 
winter quarters in 1941 and had won the 
Flamingo. 

Whitley had won 3 out of 7 starts as a 
2-year-old and had been out of the money 
only once. in the Sapling Stakes. His 
most impressive race was his third-place 
finish, a neck and a half-length behind 
4-year-old *St. Amour II and 5-year-old 
Bunny’s Babe in the all-age Pilgrim Handi- 
cap at Jamaica. He was beaten a neck by 
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Misty Flight in the 1;4-mile Remsen 
Stakes. He had broken alertly in all his 
races, never worse than fifth, and was 
never more than 4 lengths off the pace at 
the half-mile-pole. 


Attempted Thievery 


Tim Tam won the Florida Derby, but 
for the better part of the 1144 miles it 
seemed as though Lincoln Road, a 75-1 
shot, was going to steal it. Lincoln Road. 
a dark bay colt by With Pleasure—Effi- 
ciency. by Sweep All, had not won since 
May 29, 1957. He had finished third in 
the Hutcheson, but had given little indica- 
tion that he could carry his speed 11% 
miles. 

Gordon Glisson hustled Lincoln Road 
out of the No. 1 post and took the lead 
at the break. He opened up 21% lengths 
on the club house turn and widened the 
gap to 6 in the run down the backstretch. 
Tim Tam, with Bill Hartack, broke fourth 
and dropped back to seventh after a quar- 
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ter of a mile. At the half-mile-pole he 
was fourth, 7% lengths behind Lincoln 
Road. 

Lincoln Road maintained a 6-length ad- 
vantage into the far turn, with Sir Robby 
second and Tim Tam now third. At the 
quarter-pole Sir Robby faltered, causing 
Hartack to steady the favorite momen. 
tarily. Hartack rapped Tim Tam as he 
turned for home. 

At the three-sixteenths-pole it was Lin- 
coln Road by 4 lengths. At the eighth 
pole Lincoln Road, on the rail, shied from 
the starting gate and went out slightly. 
Hartack promptly went inside, and Lin. 
coln Road, after being straightened away 
by Glisson, continued on gamely while 
lugging in. 

Hartack rapped twice, and Tim Tam 
collared Lincoln Road about 70 yards out 
and established a half-length margin with 
about 40 yards left. At the finish it was 
Tim Tam by a half-length, with Lincoln 
Road 7 lengths in front of *Grey Mon- 
arch, and Belleau Chief another 1% 
lengths back in fourth place. 

Martins Rullah came from last place 
to be fifth, passing tiring horses. Yemen, 
third after a half-mile, finished last. Whit- 
ley was never a factor. Li] Fella was 
second for a half-mile then flattened out 
to be eighth. 

Lincoln Road’s fractions for a mile 
were :2235, :4635, 1:1135, and 1:36%5, 
Tim Tam’s time for the 1144 miles was 
1:4914. Calumet’s Gen. Duke had run the 
race last year in 1:4645. Tim Tam’s track 
was fast but “dead.” 

Tim Tam paid $2.70. He earned $77,900, 
bringing his total earnings to $216,950. He 
now has won 6 of 9 starts, including 4 
straight stakes. 

Vic Sovinski, trainer of Lincoln Road, 
announced immediately after the race that 
his horse, owned by Isaac Blumberg, had 
earned a chance to run in the Kentucky 

erby. 

Hartack said he’d been a little worried 
in the early going but felt he would win it 
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when Tim Tam started his move turning 
for home. He was probably the only man 
at the race track who was confident of 
Tim Tam’s chances at that point in the 
race. 

Gulfstream Park, abetted by perfect 
weather, drew a crowd of 25,449 which 
wagered $1,881,609.

Snow-Conditioned 


New York. Jamaica closed last No- 
vember 30, and before midnight the mu- 
tuel equipment was loaded and headed 
south. The exodus of horses and men 
continued on Sunday and for the first 
few days in December. A week after the 
completion of the meeting the track had 
been shuttered up, and all that remained 
on the grounds were the maintenance 
crew, 75 horses, and the few men neces- 
sary to care for the animals during the 
winter months. 

Men and horses who went south found 
Florida, New Orleans, and the Carolina 
training grounds cold. But the ones which 
stayed here found the elements harsher. 
There was a heavy snow before Christ- 
mas and the temperature flirted with the 
zero mark on occasion. It was a regular 
New York winter, earmuffs and all. 

One of the horsemen to remain at Ja- 
maica was 29-year-old H. Allen Jerkens, 
who won more races (55) than any other 
trainer in New York during 1957. He had 
never wintered his racing string, but he 
explained, “I needed a rest, the horses 
needed a rest, and I thought I'd like to 
try it and see what happened. I had no 
plans set for a schedule. I just figured 
I'd go along each day and do what seemed 
best for the horses.” 

The experiment —if the exercise of 
sound judgment may be termed experi- 
ment — worked well. The heavy-set Jer- 
kens sent out 3 horses on the opening day 
of the New York season and wasn’t worse 
than second. To top the day off, Admiral 
Vee scored a game victory in the Pau- 
monok Handicap. 


50 Turns a Day 


“T got hoarse from yelling so hard and 
remained that way for a couple of days, 
but that was a real thrill because I didn’t 
know for sure if they would be short or 
not. I tried to get them all fit for the 
first week of racing in late March but, 
never having tried it before, wasn’t sure 
that the things I was doing were right,” 
said Jerkens a day or so after the March 
28 opening. 

“The first thing I did after Jamaica 
closed was turn the horses out for 6 
weeks or so. They have plenty of small 
paddocks around for the studs, and we

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New Trimmings 


William du Pont Jr., chairman of Delaware Park’s building committee, this week 
announced plans for extensive remodeling of the track’s public facilities. Work will 
start August 1 and will be completed in time for the 1959 season, which will open 
May 29. Estimated cost of the project is $2,500,000. 


The entire club house area will be rebuilt. This is an area 200 feet long, starting 
from far left in the top picture to a point directly under the first corner of the structure 
on the roof. 


Beginning with the paddock level, there will be 4 levels to the club house, including 
cafeteria space, dining rooms, and lounge. Each level will be air-conditioned. 


The lawn will be graded in such a manner that all chair and standing areas will 
afford a good view of the track. From balconies, right in the bottom photograph, patrons 
may view the horses in the paddock and walking ring. All levels will be served by 
escalators. 


A judges’ stand will be removed from the track level so that patrons may have a 
full view of the winner’s circle and presentation area. 


The bridge-like structure, left in the bottom photo, is a walkway to the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad station. 


Du Pont said that Delaware’s construction would enable the track “to compete with 
New Jersey and Maryland tracks with an equality of facilities.” 


The architect is W. Ellis Preston, of Wilmington. The consulting architect is Arthur 
Froehlich, of New York City.

OBITUARY 


Dr. Charles H. Strub 


On Thursday. March 20. Dr. Charles 
H. Strub had what was described as a 
mild heart attack. He was taken to the 
St. Vincent Hospital, Los Angeles, and 
on Sunday it was said that he probably 
would be able to go home in a few days. 
On Friday morning. March 28. the 73- 
year-old builder of Santa Anita Park died 
ef complications caused by a blood clot. 

Dr. Strub was one of the outstanding 
businessmen in California, and his career 
in sports there extended over 50 years. 
He was born in Hollister, Calif.. and 
spent his early years in San Francisco, 
where he attended St. Ignatius School. In 
1903 he was graduated from Santa Clara 
College with a degree in the sciences and 
a reputation in basball. He enrolled in 
the college of dentistry at the University 
of Southern California, and paid his way 
through school by playing summertime 
baseball with teams in the Northeastern 
League. 

Young Strub was graduated with a de- 
gree in dentistry in 1906, but before he 
had a chance to open his office in San 
Francisco, earthquake and fire destroyed 
a major portion of the city. The Strub 
family’s home burned down, and he and 
his mother and father moved to San An- 
selmo, where they lived for a while in a 
tent provided by relief agencies. 

It was during this period that young 
Dr. Strub was sought out by an old friend, 
Charley Graham, who convinced him 
that he should play baseball on a _per- 
centage basis with the Sacramento team. 
Strub played through 2 seasons, and in 
the fall of 1908 opened his practice of 
dentistry. 

For 10 years. during which he married 
and started a family, Dr. Strub stuck to 
dentistry and saved his money, so when 
his opportunity in business came he was 
ready to take advantage of it. In 1918 
Charley Graham and the late George 
Putnam asked him to join in the pur- 
chase of the franchise of the San Fran- 
cisco Seals, and for 18 years the 3 men 
ran the ball club, Dr. Strub as business 
manager and president, Putnam as_pub- 
licity man, Graham as field agent in 
charge of the team. 

It was Dr. Strub who first saw how 
the minor leagues could capitalize on the 
major leagues’ insatiable hunger for new 
talent. For many years the Seals devel- 
oped likely prospects which Strub sold 
to the highest bidders. He sent Jimmy 
O’Connell to the Giants for $75,000, Willie 
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Kamm to the White Sox for $114,000, Paul 
Waner to the Pirates for $90,000, Earl 
Averill to the Indians for $50,000. Lefty 
Gomez to the Yankees for $75,000. 
Strub, meanwhile, had given up den- 
tistry and had plunged in California real 
estate. He bought heavily on the stock 
market. became president of the Sierra- 
Nevada Company, a real estate holding 
company. The depression of 1929 nearly 
wiped him out, but instead of taking

bankruptcy he started paying off his debts, 
using all available capital and all of his 
earnings. 

When California voters in 1933 legal- 
ized pari-mutuel betting Dr. Strub saw an 
opportunity to hurry the day when he 
could pay off his debts, while at the 
same time participating in a sport which 
had interested him for years. With Ken- 
neth R. Kingsbury, president of Standard 
Oil Company of California, and Felix S. 
McGinnis, vice president of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, Strub organized the St. 
Francis Jockey Club and was granted the 
first permit by the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board. When a handful of influential 
residents blocked him from building a 
race track near San Francisco, he turned 
to the Los Angeles area. The critics said 
he couldn’t make racing pay in Los 
Angeles, and they were especially shocked 


when Strub revealed his intentions to 
charge an admission fee of $1. 


“Why, you won’t even be able to sell 
horse manure there,” one of his friends 
was reported to have told him. 


“But don’t forget, sir, we shall sell a 
lot of that,” Strub said. 

Movie producer Hal E. Roach was one 
of those who went along with the Strub 
organization, and he was named president 
of the new Los Angeles Turf Club. Santa 
Anita Park opened in 1934, in 1935 offered 
the first $100,000 race in the U. S., the 
Santa Anita Handicap. 


Racing throughout the continent was 
tremendously influenced by Dr. Strub’s 
boldly imaginative policies. Santa Anita 
Park, spacious, convenient, and elegant. 
established a standard by which the race 
tracks and the racing of later years were 
to be judged. 

Throughout his career at Santa Anita 
Dr. Strub was active in civic affairs, and 
during the war he gave liberally of his 
time to patriotic organizations. When the 
Government closed Santa Anita, he set 
up an “industrial division” of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club and purchased Gladden 
Products in Glendale. At Gov. Earl War- 
ren’s suggestion in 1943 he set up an or- 
ganization to provide overnight housing 
for servicemen in California, and the mo- 
tion picture industry put $300,000 at his 
disposal for the project. 

In 1939, when the Golden Gate Inter- 
national Exposition was in danger of los- 
ing $3,500,000, Dr. Strub stepped in as 
general manager, and by the end of the 
year had wiped out $2,000.000 of the 
losses. He became a director of the 
Metropolitan Opera Association of New 
York, and in 1948 was instrumental in ar- 
ranging West Coast performances. He was 
vice president of the Greater Los Angeles 
Plans, Inc., and was active in a campaign 
which provided an opera house and audi- 
torium. He was regent of Loyola Univer- 
sity from 1942 to 1956, and vice president 
and member of the executive committee 
from 1947 to 1950. He was a director of 
the Santa Teresita Sanatorium, an honor- 
ary charter member of the City of Hope 
Medical Research Institute. a member of 
the sponsoring committee of the Catholic 
Youth Organization, a member of the 
committee of sponsors of the California 
Heart Association and of the Society of 
the New York Hospital Association. He 
was a director of the Welfare Federation 
of the Los Angeles area. 

Dr. Strub is survived by his wife, the 
former Vera Wood, of San Francisco; 2 
sons, Peter M. Strub, Thoroughbred 
breeder and owner, and Robert P. Strub, 
assistant general manager of Santa Anita; 
and 3 daughters, Mrs. Arthur Lee Crowe, 
of Pasadena, Mrs. Francis E. Kelly Jr.. 
of New York City, and Sister Elizabeth. 
of the Holy Child Jesus order at Mayfield 
School, Pasadena.

March 29 was expected to be a golden day for 
Mrs. Gene Markey’s Calumet Farm, with Iron 
Liege and Tim Tam odds-on favorites in the 
John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap and_ the 
Florida Derby, each worth $100,000 added. Iron 
Liege was a dismal sixth. Tim Tam, with a bit of 
luck, beat a 75-1 shot. 

Lincoln Road took the lead at the start of the 
Florida Derby, and after a half in :463%6 he was 
6 lengths in front of Li’l Fella. Tim Tam then 
was fourth, 8 lengths back. Lincoln Road main- 
tained his margin until mid-way in the far turn, 
where Willie Hartack shook up the favorite. Lin- 
coln Road’s lead still was 2 lengths at the eighth- 
pole, but he threw most of his advantage away 
when he swerved to the middle of the track, 
apparently shying from the starting gate. Tim 
Tam got his head in front about 70 yards from 
the finish and won by a_ half-length. He paid 
$2.70. 


Time for the 1% miles was 1:494%, 2% seconds 
slower than the track and race record set last 
year by Gen. Duke. Although the track was called 
fast, time for every other race on the card was 
least 235 seconds over the track record. 

Lincoln Road, by With Pleasure out of a_half- 
sister to Blue Violin, was bred by Tilford L. 
Wilson and Carl T. Houston, who sold him to 
Isaac Blumberg, retired Chicago businessman, for 
$2,100 at the 1956 Keeneland fall sales. Last year 
the colt won 2 overnight races and was unplaced 
in the Gulfstream Park Juvenile, Joliet, and Hyde 
Park Stakes. 

Tim Tam’s previous victories included the Ever- 
glades, Flamingo, and Fountain of Youth Stakes. 
He was shipped this week to Keeneland where he 
will be prepared for the Kent»ycky Derby. He 
probably will run either in the Blue Grass Stakes 
or in the Derby Trial. Pedigree and family par- 
ticulars were in The Blood-Horse of February 22, 
page 490.

10 yards, where Hubcap finally got his nose in 
front. The winner paid $4.10. 

Hubcap is owned by Robert, Elliott, and Frank

County Handicap and finished second in the De 
Soto Handicap and third in the Dover Stakes. He 
received 110 pounds in the Experimental Free 
Handicap.

Iren Liege, which had been out of the money 
only ence in his last 2] starts, was bet down to 
3-5 for the John B. Campbell Memorial Handi- 
cap despite his top weight of 126 pounds. The entry 
of Promised Land and Paper Tiger was second 
choice at 14-5. 

Flying Chief set the pace for 5 furlongs, fol- 
lowed by Find and Iron Liege, and Promised Land 
was fifth, about 9 lengths off the pace. Find took 
the lead on the last turn and opened a 4-length 
margin at the top of the stretch, where Flying 
Chief and Iron Liege began dropping — back. 
Promised Land, which had begun his run at the 
three-eighths-pole, caught Find before they reached 
the sixteenth-pole and drew out to win by 2 
lengths. Bernburgoo closed well to finish third. 

Mutuel pay-offs revealed how heavily the show 
pool had been loaded with Iron Liege money. 
Promised Land paid $7.60, $3.80, and $5.20; Find 
paid $7 and $15.80; and Bernburgoo paid $20.20. 
The total mutuel pool was $313,102, more than 
$100,000 more than was bet on any other race on 
the card. Iron Liege finished sixth, 9 lengths 
behind the winner. “He was on the inside, had 
the best of the race track, and had no excuses,” 
Dave Erb said. “He never even took hold of the 
bit, and would not extend himself at any time.” 

It was the second consecutive $100,000 race for 
Promised Land, which took the 13%4-mile San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap at Santa Anita Park on 
March 11. In his previous starts at Santa Anita 
he had finished second in the Washington’s Birth- 
day Handicap and third in the Santa Anita Ma- 
turity and the San Marcos and San Antonio 
Handicaps. 

The Campbell raised Promised Land’s earnings 
to $426,975, moving him to 38th place on the list 
of money winners. He now ranks third in earn- 
ings among the foals of 1954, being headed only 
by Round Table and Bold Ruler. Pedigree and

W. and J. H. Riedinger, owners of a farm 
on the Muir Station Pike, near Lexington, have 
been breeding Thorcughbreds on a small scale for 
about 30 years.

In the summer of 1956 Ed Janss Jr., of 
Conejo Ranch and Jack K. Robbins. 
D. V. M., announced their partnership in 
a long-range integrated Thoroughbred 
farm enterprise. A few months later, in 
December, Janss sketched the background 
as well as the aims of Conejo, which is 
located some 40 miles northwest of down- 
town Los Angeles in the western end of 
the San Fernando Valley: 


“Conejo Ranch began in racing of the 
California type in 1933, strictly as an 
avocation. In the last 5 to 10 years the 
press of other business has been such 
that the interest in racing has declined 
of necessity. 

“Now, with Jack, between us there is 
a substantially renewed interest, and we 
have formed plans to set up a sound farm. 
projected over a number of years. We 
estimate that it will take 5 years to get 
the operation going the way we really 
want it. 

“The principal concept is to provide vet- 
erinary services as good as can be given 
on any farm—to make the farm mean to 
horses what the Mayo Clinic does to 
humans. For example, at present we have 
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CONEJO RANCH 


no farm qualified to care for a horse that 
has been fired as well as it can be cared 
for at the track under constant supervision 
of the trainer... . 

“There will be a clinic-type operation 
in connection with the farm, providing a 
full range of care. Clinic and recuper- 
ating horses will have individual stalls 
and turn-outs available. 

“We will maintain a small, quality 
breeding operation, and have taken an 
interest in Imbros as the best. stallion 
available. We will limit the farm sharply 
in the future, both as to stallions and 
mares, to maintain the quality that comes 
only through such limitation. 

“Dr. Robbins is in charge of the horses. 
The 2 of us have formed the Conejo 
Ranch Company, but I am a silent part- 
ner. Dr. Robbins alone will be active in 
operations. 

“There are 7,000 acres in the Conejo 
Ranch, with 175 in the horse department. 
We will expand the acreage, if it is neces- 
sary. but probably will refine the 175 
acres, rather than add to them.” 


The Sick and the Well 


The clinic building was among the first 
to go up. A new training track was opened 


last September 1, and a 20-stall training 
barn completed last February 15. All the 
old fencing was replaced with 2-by-6 
board fencing, and another 55,000 feet 
of the same kind was added. The only 
major building yet to be finished is a 
breeding center adjacent to the general 
broodmare area on the west side of the 
ranch. 


The fly-proofed clinic building includes 
a big work area, 2 isolation stalls, lab- 
oratory and X-ray darkroom, supply room. 
and hydrotherapy equipment. 


“The clinic has been busy.” Dr. Rob- 
bins said, “with some 6 to 8 horses being 
fired each month, as well as a substantial 
number gelded or otherwise treated. The 
most famous visitors during the past year 
would include Social Outcast, Swirling 
Abbey, Fire Alarm, Guilton Madero, Born 
Mighty, Mystic Eye. Speedy Edie, Betty 
Rose, Johnie Mike, Stranglehold, Annie- 
Lu-San, and Spring Count. Horses either 
actively treated or rested have averaged 
about 55 a month.” 


The half-mile training track is 30 feet 
wide and has a_ one-sixteenth-of-a-mile 
chute. Engineered to major track stand- 
ards, it was built of 6 to 8 inches of

The training barn, built of redwood. 
with a crushed-rock roof, has been called 
“the best in California.” It has a 12-foot 
shed-row, a ceiling light for each 12-by- 
12 stall, rounded corners, a 12-by-24 feed 
room, tack room, and office. Upstairs is 
an apartment with a porch overlooking 
the training track. A walking ring and 2 
circular paddocks adjoin the barn. 

“In the breaking and training divi- 
sion.” Dr. Robbins said, “we include 
horses which are broken on the ranch as 
yearlings or 2-year-olds, as well as older

horses that are given their early training 
at Conejo prior to going to the race track. 
These very often included horses which 
have been treated at the ranch for various 
ailments and are ready to be returned to 
training, as well as horses which are 
sometimes sent to us directly from the 
track to be kept in light training. 

“Commencing September 1, 1957, the 
date the track was opened, we had broken 
47 2-year-olds of 1958 by March 1. These 
were trained by such as Ralph West, War- 
ren Stute. Tom Taylor, Noble Threewitt. 
Charles Gerling, William Molter, Dale 
Landers, William Dennis, Ray Priddy. Ted 
Saladin, Charles Comiskey, and Charles

“During the Santa Anita meeting, 2 
horses returning to the races from Conejo 
won, and each paid over $100 in the mu- 
tuels, within a weck’s time. These were 
Marcador and Papa Taj. Near the end of 
the meeting Powder Burns, another Cone- 
jo graduate, won and paid « $64 mutuel.” 
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The management of Conejo Ranch utilizes 4 “cool-out” tanks for horses from the race track. The tanks are nearly 


circular, built of 16 flat sides. 


A Conejo practice which has drawn the 
attention of other farms is the use of 
4 dry paddocks, 54 feet in diameter, with 
the 16-sided enclosures built solid to a 
height of 6 feet, using 2 by 6 boards, so 
that each resembles a circular tank. The 
ground is covered with deep sand. 

Effectiveness of these “cool-out tanks” 
in settling down horses fresh from the 
track has been demonstrated. There is 
room for a horse to exercise, but not 
enough to overdo it, and the solid fencing 
prevents the animal from seeing outside 
the paddock. As a rule, horses settle in a 
matter of hours. The dry paddocks also 
are used to give limited exercise deemed 
advisable for horses that have been fired 
or are recovering from injuries. 

The big paddocks, dotted with white 
and live oak trees, are in permanent pas- 
ture now 9 years old. 
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They are constructed to a height of 6 feet. 
and it has a one-sixteenth-of-a-mile chute. 


The 6- to 8-inch sand loam base 


“To facilitate the operation, several of 
the larger paddocks were divided into 
smaller ones, 200 by 600 feet, with a 60- 
foot dry area separated from the grass by 
a separate fence and entrance gate,” Dr. 
Robbins said. 

“Each of these dry areas contains a 
40-foot shelter as well as a teasing board 
and a creep for foals. By moving the 
horses into these dry areas in the summer, 
the pasture can be irrigated by a portable 
system. This obviously provides a great 
conservation in labor, and by having the 
teasing board in each dry paddock the 
mares can be kept up in the morning, 
then be easily caught and taken to the 
board with time-saving efficiency.” 

There are 24 individual turn-outs, each 
with a stall, laid out in units of 3, away 
from the group paddocks. Sixteen are 
180 by 80 feet and 8 are 180 by 40 feet. 


The half-mile training track is 30 feet wide, 
was taken from the nearby beaches. 


The portable irrigation system consists 
of 30-foot lengths of aluminum pipe 
mounted on dollies in 6 sections, long 
enough to extend the length of a turn- 
out. The sections, 18 inches high, can be 
moved under the fencing from one turn- 
out to another by one man. 


Buildings and Horses 


A new 2-stall stud barn incorporates a 
feature referred to by Janss as a stal- 
lion’s “lanai.” The stalls are 14 by 14 
feet, each with a covered but unwalled 
adjoining section the same size, and with 
a paddock of about an acre. Gates are 
arranged in such a way that the stallion 
may be shut off in the paddock while a 
truck is driven into the outdoor covered 
section. 

At present there is an 8-stall foaling 
barn, including a watchman’s shed next

will be some 70 stalls in all when the 
initial part of the plan is in full opera- 
tion. 

In February. 1957, six months after the 
new project was begun, there were 75 
horses at Conejo. This March the present 
capacity of 210 was approached. with 20 
of these the property of the Conejo Ranch 
Company. 

There are 6 stallions at the ranch. Janss 
has a 30 per cent interest in the syndi- 
cated Imbros, whose first crop are year- 
lings of 1958. *Poona II, a son of Tudor 
Minstrel, and *Daoud Pasha, a son of 
Dante, both are owned by Herman Hel- 
bush. Admiral Lea is the property of Mrs. 
Ada L. Rice. Southarlington, a son of 
Errard, belongs to J. Ross Clark II, and 
*Nagpuni, an Australian import which 
raced well in a brief career in the United 
States, is the property of Norman S. Fox. 
The 1958 books of Imbros. *Poona II. and 
Admiral Lea were filled early. 

“T suppose I’m better known for having 
disposed of broodmares which then _pro- 
duced good horses than I am for any- 
thing I ever kept,” Janss said. “Let’s see, 
there were Traffic Court, which produced 
Traffic Judge and Hasty Road; Broom- 
shot, dam of Double Jay; Blue Breeze, 
which was almost a foundation mare for 
Northridge Farms; and First Kiss, the 
dam of Danae.”

turned out the fillies and geldings in the 
middle of the 3-furlong training track. 
We were able to pick them up on January 
25, and that gave me time to get them 
ready because they hadn’t lost too much 
from the short rest they did get.” 

Jerkens, still dressed in heavy clothing 
against the late March weather, continued: 
“It wasn’t what I would call a bad winter 
at all. I can remember much worse when 
I helped my father winter horses farther 
out on the island at Herksher Park (now 
a state picnic grounds). We were always 
able to jog around under the shed, and I 
kept them going maybe 50 turns a day 
once they got up to that. On nice days we 
would go out on the little training track, 
or if that was frozen, I would have them 
jog through the snow that drifted near 
the fences of the parking lots. I had to 
shy away from the drifts when I was told 
there might be broken glass along there, 
but there was enough snow on the ground 
that I could choose other spots to keep 
them going.” 

This seemed like a fairly normal train- 
ing routine for the horses. But had the 
trainer got a rest? 

“T set the day’s routine to start at 10 
a.m., and that was a rest in itself; and 
I didn’t have to come back at night to 


make sure that everything was all right. 
The foreman could do that, and the night 
watchman could feed early, so the day 
would start on time. I even had plenty 
of time to play polo at the Squadron A 
Armory in New York, and it was so much 
fun I think I'll go out to Meadow Brook 
this summer and keep it up.” 

Jerkens didn’t change his feeding dras- 
tically. “I have always felt that the 
main thing was to keep the protein high 
and the horse would take care of the rest. 
If he has enough protein he’s not going 
to eat too much more. so I didn’t take an 
oat away from any of them.” 


When Jamaica’s main track was opened 
for training in the middle of March, 
Jerkens’ horses were ready for breezing 
after a day or two. They all got their 
chances on the mile track. When there 
was rain, Jerkens kept them under the 
shed for jogs, unless a work was “abso- 
lutely necessary.” In such instances the 
horse would jog under the shed, rush out 
and work, and come back to cool out 
under the shed while still under saddle. 


Admiral Vee’s Paumonok 


When Jamaica opened. the young train- 
er’s horses were ready. The first to go to 
the post was Bold Splashes. and he never 
returned to the barn. Another trainer felt 
Ailen’s winter work had made the horse 
worth the $3,500 claiming price. Bold 


Splashes sent back a $700 check for sec- 
ond place, plus the claiming price. 

Sid’s Gambol was next, and he rippled 
off 6 furlongs in 1:1124 to score a length 
victory over Jujitsu and Olive Tree, a 
pair of horses which had spent the winter 
training in Florida. Admiral Vee put the 
frosting on the cake and gave Jerkens a 
sore throat for 3 days. 

For the 6-furlong Paumonok, 13 accept. 
ed the weights assigned by Jimmy Kilroe, 
Bold Ruler would have been the top 
weight in the $20,000 event, but after ship. 
ping north trainer Jim Fitzsimmons felt 
he would take a little more time with 
the colt’s sprained leg. Mrs. Adele Rand’s 
Clem, winner of the 1957 Shevlin and 
Withers Stakes and Arlington Classic, 
was assigned top weight of 126 pounds, 5 
more than Admiral Vee. Other high- 
weights in the race were the Palm Beach 
Handicap winner Kingmaker (121) and 
Howell E. Jackson’s Tick Tock (123), 
which had come from winter quarters in 
Maryland. Tenacious, winner of 4 handi- 
caps during the racing season in New 
Orleans, had 120. 

Admiral Vee had only one starter out- 
side him in the gate, but the 6-year-old 
son of War Admiral—Yankee Flirt had 
enough speed to outrun more than half 
of the starters and gain a good placing, 
well out of trouble. He was kept in fifth 
place around the turn, behind the pace of

He never has 
been short on courage and he was not 
short on condition, either, maintaining a 
head advantage over Kingmaker at the 
finish, in 1:1115. 

Handicapper Kilroe had reason to be 
proud of the race. The first 4 horses were 
separated by 2 necks and a head, Tick 
Tock and Mr. Turf (114) getting the 
shorter ends of the purse.

Admiral Vee earned $15,285 for his 
Paumonok score.

Addenda on *Princequillo 


I received the February 8 issue of The 
Blood-Horse (delivery takes 5-6 weeks). 
in which I read Lt. Col. Sir Charles Lei- 
cester’s very interesting article on *Prince- 
quillo. . . . Perhaps it would be not un- 
interesting to know a few more facts. 


*Cosquilla’s non-winning _ half-sister 
Hasty Thought (b. m., 1931, by Ellan- 


gowan) was imported to Hungary in De- 
cember, 1936, covered by Orpen. Next 
year she foaled a bay filly which did not 
run. Afterwards she dropped 5 foals in 
successive years; 4 were stakes winners. 
the fifth a winner. Hasty Thought and 
her yearling colt foal (1943) perished in 
World War IT, along with more than 2.000 
other Thoroughbreds. Her 1944 foal, Hon- 
vagy. a bay filly by Cagliostro, was 
among the 54 Thoroughbreds which could 
be saved. At 2 she won a race; at 3 she 
won 5 of her 6 races, in one of them 
beating Minci, that year’s Hungarian 
Derby and Oaks heroine; at 4 she was a 
non-winner, though she ran second, under 
top weight of 132 pounds, in the biggest 
handicap; at 5 she was again a winner, 
and placed in big handicaps. 

Honvagy in the stud has 2 runners till 
now. Honi, a bay filly by the Austrian 
Derby and Hungarian St. Leger winner 
Intermezzo II, won 6 races at 2, 3, and 4, 
and was second in the Hungarian Oaks. 
The other is Honszeretet. a bay filly by 
Robert Endre (ex He Trumps). winner 
of the Hungarian Derby and half-brother 
to the Ascot Gold Cup winner Supertello. 
Honszeretet won 3 races. Both these mares 
are now in the stud. 


Honi’s pedigree has some resemblance 
to that of *Princequillo, in addition to 
the female-line relationship, since both 
carry the name of Gay Crusader. Inter- 
mezzo II is by Caissot out of Alcyone. 
Caissot is by Gay Crusader out of Keysoe; 
he was second to Cameronian in the Don- 
caster St. Leger. He was 6 times champion 
sire in Hungary, and he was among those 
which perished during the war. Intermezzo 
II was the sire of Imi (b. c., 1953, out of 
Minci), which in 1956 proved the best 
horse in East Europe, beating at Prague 
the Russian, Polish, and East German 
Derby winners, and capturing also the 
International Cup. He won each of these 
races by 8 lengths. 

The article reported that Gay Crusader 
“gained the reputation of getting soft 
stock.” His progeny were in most cases 
stayers, with an average distance of 10.48 
furlongs for 244 winning races; in my 


humble opinion, stayers are stout horses.

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WINTER TRAINING (4) 
Nashville’s 


New Center 


By Marcaret LinpsteY WARDEN 


The new Tennessee Thoroughbred Cen- 
ter at Maryland Farm, Brentwood, 9 miles 
south of Nashville, came about because 
the State Fair Board wished to exchange 
horses and the barns and tracks that went 
with them for stock car racing and equip- 
ment. 

So, late last June, Edward Potter Jr. 
signed a 20-year lease for the 400-acre 
Truman Ward farm, and early in July 
was started the conversion of the former 
saddle horse nursery into a modern Thor- 
oughbred training center, which opened 
in the early fall and accommodated about 
ahundred horses with what facilities were 
ready. It is virtually complete now. with 
stabling for about 200 horses. numerous 
paddocks, a 3-furlong covered track, a 
furlong open track, barracks for grooms 
and exercise boys, several cottages for 
trainers, and a village just across the 
fence with almost “everything.” 

Trainers who have worked at the old 
Fair Grounds and at the new center pre- 
fer the new place i. practically every 
detail. 

The Tennessee Thoroughbred Center is 
operated by Edward Potter Jr., president; 
Harry C. Pearson, general manager; and 


Bennie Goodjine, superintendent of 
grounds. Without Potter, banker and 
Thoroughbred breeder, the traditional 


training of Thoroughbreds in the Nash- 
ville area probably would have ended. The 


choice of Maryland Farm as successor to 
the Fair Grounds horse center was the 
thought of Harry Pearson, another veter- 
an Thoroughbred enthusiast who has 
owned various breeds of horses. 

(Ed Potter, Miss Mildred Woolwine, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry S. Middendorf owned 
for a few weeks the broodmares and year- 
lings of the late William Woodward, Jr.. 
selling them in January, 1956, at a sensa- 
tional auction. Potter’s home-bred Plion 
was one of the good 2-year-old stakes win- 
ners of 1957.) 

The first facility built at the Tennessee 
Thoroughbred Center was a covered track 
modeled on the old “bull pen” where cattle 
were housed during the State Fair. This 
oval structure, which permitted daily leg- 
ging-up regardless of the weather, was 
probably the old Fair Grounds’ prime at- 
traction for race horse trainers. The new 
track is 22 feet wide and 155 feet longer 


than its model. It has a roof and outside 
wall. The surface is a sand and sawdust 
combination, harrowed every 24 hours. 

The outside track is in use, with a 
chute and an 8-stall starting gate. It is 55 
feet wide at the narrowest places. 

Four new shed-type stables have been 
built immediately south of the covered 
track. Each consists of 30 stalls, meas- 
uring 10 by 12 feet, and 2 tack rooms. 
There is a light in each stall, and hot 
water is available. 

Adjacent to the shed barns is a barracks 
with double-deck beds. Already occupied, 
they are designed in 2 sections for 20 
white and 12 colored grooms or exercise 
boys. Rent per boy is $10 a month. 

Rent for stalls is $20 a month, with no 
extra charge for use of paddocks. There 
are about 15 paddocks at present, varying 
from three-quarters of an acre to 15 acres. 

Stalls in the old saddle horse barns are

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larger than those of the new shed stables. 
Dressiest unit is the former show horse 
building, containing an office, lounge, and 
second-floor apartment. There are 20 large 
boxes here. Three other barns of about 
20 boxes each, plus a smaller hospital 
barn, bring present stabling capacity to 
approximately 200. Accommodations for 
another hundred horses can be added. 

Hospital equipment includes an oper- 
ating table, X-ray equipment, and other 
modern gadgets. While Dr. N. J. Sibley is 
resident veterinarian, tenants are free to 
engage veterinarians of their choice, and 
to buy feed wherever they wish. 

Several roomy cottages are on the 
grounds, and motels, restaurants. and 
other conveniences are just across the 
fence in Brentwood. Three trainers are 
domiciled in trailers adjacent to their 
stables. A number of small sheds, formerly 
used for cattle, now enclosed and heated. 
are serving as one-room cottages for 
grooms. 

Brentwood conveniences include church- 
es, post office, groceries, drug store, hard- 
ware store, feed stores, etc., besides 
motels, restaurant and cafe.

Tennessee has only 2 days of racing a 
year, the afternoon spring hunt race meet- 
ings at Nashville and at Germantown, near 
Memphis. The last year of racing with 
legal betting was in 1906. However, large- 
scale Thoroughbred training has been 
continuous, especially at Nashville, and 
indications are that activity will increase 
with the new Tennessee Thoroughbred 
Center.
